FACTS ABOUT TOBACCO 
CIGARETS are so much a part of A m er­ 
ican life that it is hard to realize that they 
have been smok ed in the United States only 
since the 1860s. They came from England, 
which had only then begun to mak e them. 
In Spanish speak ing countries they had 
been used for--centuries. Cigars are not a 
great deal olderJn England and the United 
States. They did not come in use in Eng­ 
land until about 1815, having doubtless 
been introduced by soldiers who fought in 
Spain and Portugal against Napoleon. As 
late as 1845 the Duk e of Wellington, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the British arm y , tried 
to forbid smok ing by officers and soldiers. 
These and other curious facts come out 
of the George Arents collection on tobacco, 
the largest ever brought together. Formed 
by a retired tobacco m erchant and num­ 
bering over 3.000 items, it was given by 
him to the New York Public Library , and 
has just been opened to the public for the j 
first time. The collection includes extraor- ! 
dinarily rare travel book s on the discov- 1 
ery of America, bought because they con- 
tain the first recorded references to the use , 
of tobacco; essay s and poems in praise of 
the weed: anti-tobacco literature; m ater­ 
ials on the growth and taxation of the plant 
—in fact every aspect imaginable. It’s a | 
tremendously interesting collection, and 1 
tobacco users m ay want to light a pipe in 
honor of Arents—the man who put tobacco 
into an honored place in an important li- j 
brary . 


DICTATING TO BRITAIN 
‘‘NEVER before in history have repre- ; 
sentatives of one government been given ! 
the duty of reviewing in detail and in pub- I 
lie the acts of another country in dealing 1 
with its own affairs.” 
This true rem ark of Thomas K. Finletter, ! 
chief of the Economic Co-operation Admin- j 
istration’s mission to Great Britain, illus- j 
trate the delicacy needed in handling Mar- j 
shall Plan money and advice. The sugges- | 
tion is sometimes made that we should tell 
the British to stop fooling with nationaliza- 1 
tion if they do not want us to cut off our 
aid. 
No one who stops to think a moment can 1 
be in doubt as to how such a suggestion 
would be received by a proud people lik e 
the British. Considering that they were a 1 
great power when North America wTas 
wilderness, and later built up the greatest 
empire that the world had y et seen, they 
would not tolerate hearing now that they 
were not competent to manage their own 
affairs. Any such attitude on our part 
would be utterly tactless; it would also be 
utterly stupid. Americans should be above 
it. 


The United Nations has issued a 
B l u e 
Book and a White Book stipulating the 
names of those who are “entitled to diplo­ 
matic privileges and 
immunities” 
and 
“Employ es of Delegations and of mem- 


j bers of delegations to the United Nations.” 
The Blue Book is supposed to deal with 
more im portant personages, am bassadors, 
: ministers, attaches, etc. Although 
Public 
i Law 29 1 of the 79 th Congress covers them, 
1 the Blue Book mak es specific reference to 
the rights and immunities of these persons 
under Public Law 357 of the 80th Congress 
and the H eadquarters Agreement between 
i the United States and the United Nations, 
j That law is not as broad and not as gen- 
' eral as the one passed by the 79 th Con­ 
gress. 
The White Book lists persons of lower 
rank , cook s, house servants, chauffeurs, 
stenographers, etc., who “have been ac­ 
cepted by the Department of State as en­ 
titled to the benefits of the provisions 
of 
Public Law 29 1 - 79 th Congress (Interna­ 
tional Organizations Immunities Act.) 
There is a third list .hat requires scrutiny 
but which I do not have. This is the list of 
the officers and employ es of the United 
Nations who also are granted immunities 
under the two acts but who represent no 
nation in such capacities as are described 
in either the Blue Book or the White Book . 
They are international officials acting 
in 
an international capacity . Such per s on s 
are citizens of many nations. A large num- 
beer of them are Americans. But they are 
accorded special immunities under t he 
terms of the charter of the United Nations 
and under the acts of Congress. 
The charter of the United Nations in­ 
cludes provisions which apply directly or 
indirectly to the problem of extraterritori­ 
ality . Article 100 provides: 
“ 1. In the performance of their duties the 
secretary -general and the staff shall not 
seek or receive instructions from any gov­ 
ernment or from any other authority exter­ 
nal to the Organization. They shall refrain 
from any action which might reflect on 
their position as international officials, re­ 
sponsible only to the Organization. 
“2. Each Member of the United Nations 
undertak es to respect the exclusively inter­ 
national character of the responsibilities of 
the secretary -general and the staff and not 
to seek to influence them in the discharge 
of their responsibilities.” 
Article 104 provides: 
“The organization shall enjoy in the ter­ 
ritory of each of its Members such legal 
capacity as may be necessary for the exer­ 
cise of its functions and the fulfilment of 
its purposes.” 
Article 105 provides: 
“ 1. The organization shall enjoy in the 
territory of each of its m em bers such priv­ 
ileges and immunities as are necessary for 
the fulfilment of its purposes. 
“ 2. Representatives of the United Nations 
and officials of the organization shall simi­ 
larly enjoy such privileges and immunities 
as are necessary for the independent exer­ 
cise of their functions in connection 
w i t h 
the Organization.

Flattened Arches One Bad 
Result of Pronated Feet 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN. M D 


MANY children are a source of 
worry to their parents because they 
have pronated feet. In this condi­ 
tion the 
feet turn outward and the 
arch is fattened. A child whose feet 
are in this condition tends to bear 
most of his weight on the inner edge 
of the feet rather than on the outer 
aide where the weight is normally 
carried. 
Parents need not be concerned if 
the child’s shoes show that more 
wear occurs on the outer half of the 
heel and sole than on the inner part, 
according to studies at the Chil­ 
dren’s Memorial Hospital in Chi­ 
cago. 
If the prorated feet are not caus­ 
ing sy mptoms and the foot is com­ 
pletely movable, but the wear occurs 
mostly on the inner half of the heel 
and sole, the condition is treated by 
wearing1 shoes which have a rigid 
ahank . The inner borders of the shoe 
are raised, thus forcing the weight 
on the outer edge of the foot. This 
ty pe of treatm ent is usually all that 
is necessary . 
Of Little Value 
As a general rule, the putting of 
felt pads or steel plates into the 
shoes to raise the arch is of little 
value in cases of this ty pe. Further­ 
more if such pads are used, it may 
be necessary for the child to wear 
a shoe larger than is need for 
good fitting. 
Exercises are often suggested to 
strengthen and develop the foot 
muscles, but they are seldom prac­ 


tical because, to accomplish 
a satis­ 
factory result, many hours 
a day 
must be devoted to exercises. 
Very 
few children Will spend the majority 
of their play time exercising the feet 
and it is useless to expect them to 
do so. 
Sometimes pronated feet may be 
painful to such a degree that an 
operation is needed to relieve the 
difficulty . The operation to be em­ 
ploy ed depends upon the extent of 
the disorder. Usually , some ty pe of 
procedure is used which fastens the 
bones of the feet. Then, casts are 
applied which are removed after a 
period of from six to eight week s. 
The operation serves to restore the 
normal position of the arches of the 
feet. 
It is a good plan to have the 
child’s feet carefully examined as 
soon as he begins to stand and walk , 
and at regular six-month intervals 
thereafter. If any severe condition 
is present, it often may be corrected 
by early treatm ent without opera­ 
tion. 
If these foot conditions are neg­ 
lected, not only may the feet become 
painful, but surgery may be re­ 
quired for permanent relief. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: W hat is the treatm ent 
for tic douloureau? 
Answer: The treatm ent for tri­ 
facial neuralgia or tic douloureux 
consists of one of two measures: 
either the injection of alcohol into 
the nerve, or the surgical removal 
of the ganglion, which is a nerve 
center from which the affected 
nerve comes.

In Canada. People In Iroquois, the Ontario town that will be flooded 
off the map by the dam§ down the river, have said they are willing 
to forego sentim ent for progress and new sources of electric power.

Automatic W ashing 
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FACTS ABOUT TOBACCO 
CIGARETS are so much a part of Amer­ 
ican life that it is hard to realize that they 
have been smoked in the United States only 
since the 1860s. They came from England, 
which had only then begun to make them. 
In Spanish speaking countries they had 
been used for. centuries. Cigars are not a 
great deal older rn England and the United 
States. They did not come in use in Eng­ 
land until about 1815. having doubtless 
been introduced by soldiers who fought in 
Spain and Portugal against Napoleon. As 
late as 1845 the Duke of Wellington, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the British army, tried 
to forbid smoking by officers and soldiers. 
These and other curious facts come out 
of the George Arents collection on tobacco, 
the largest ever brought together. Formed 
by a retired tobacco merchant and num­ 
bering over 3.000 items, it was given by 
him to the New York Public Library, and 
has just been opened to the public for the 
first time. The collection includes extraor­ 
dinarily rare travel books on the discov­ 
ery of America, bought because they con­ 
tain the first recorded references to the use 
of tobacco; essays and poems in praise of 
the weed: anti-tobacco literature; mater­ 
ials on the growth and taxation of the plant 
—in fact every aspect imaginable. It’s a 
tremendously interesting collection, and 
tobacco users may want to light a pipe in 
honor of Arents—the man who put tobacco 
into an honored place in an important li­ 
brary. 


DICTATING TO BRITAIN 
“NEYER before in history have repre­ 
sentatives of one government been given 
the duty of reviewing in detail and in pub­ 
lic the acts of another country in dealing 
with its own affairs.” 
This true remark of Thomas K. Finletter, 
chief of the Economic Co-operation Admin­ 
istration's mission to Great Britain, illus­ 
trate the delicacy needed in handling Mar­ 
shall Plan money and advice. The sugges­ 
tion is sometimes made that we should tell 
the British to stop fooling with nationaliza­ 
tion if they do not want us to cut off our 
aid. 
No one who stops to think a moment can 
be in doubt as to how such a suggestion 
would be received by a proud people like 
the British. Considering that they were a 
great power when North America was 
wilderness* and later built up the greatest 
empire that the world had yet seen, they 
it tolerate hearing now that they 
competent to manage their own 
Any such attitude on our part 
utterly tactless; it would also be 
tupid. Americans should be above 


The United Nations has issued a B l u e 
Book and a White Book stipulating the 
names of those who are “entitled to diplo­ 
matic privileges and immunities” 
and 
“Employes of Delegations and of m em ­ 
bers of delegations to the United Nations.” 
The Blue Book is supposed to deal with 
more important personages, ambassadors, 
ministers, attaches, etc. Although 
Public 
Law 291 of the 79th Congress covers them, 
the Blue Book makes specific reference to 
the rights and immunities of these persons 
under Public Law 357 of the 80th Congress 
and the Headquarters Agreement between 
the United States and the United Nations. 
That law is not as broad and not as gen­ 
eral as the one passed by the 79th Con­ 
gress. 
The White Book lists persons of lower 
rank, cooks, house servants, chauffeurs, 
stenographers, etc., who “have been ac­ 
cepted by the Department of State as en­ 
titled to the benefits of the provisions of 
Public Law 291 - 79th Congress (Interna­ 
tional Organizations Immunities Act.) 
There is a third list .hat requires scrutiny 
but which I do not have. This is the list of 
the officers and employes of the United 
Nations who also are granted immunities 
under the two acts but who represent no 
nation in such capacities as are described 
in either the Blue Book or the White Book. 
They are international officials acting in 
an international capacity. Such per s o n s 
are citizens of many nations. A large num- 
beer of them are Americans. But they are 
accorded special immunities under t h e 
terms of the charter of the United Nations 
and under the acts of Congress. 
The charter of the United Nations in­ 
cludes provisions which apply directly or 
indirectly to the problem of extraterritori­ 
ality. Article IOO provides: 
“ I. In the performance of their duties the 
secretary-general and the staff shall not 
seek or receive instructions from any gov­ 
ernment or from any other authority exter­ 
nal to the Organization. They shall refrain 
from any action which might reflect on 
their position as international officials, re­ 
sponsible only to the Organization. 
“2. Each Member of the United Nations 
undertakes to respect the exclusively inter­ 
national character of the responsibilities of 
the secretary-general and the staff and not 
to seek to influence them in the discharge 
of their responsibilities.” 
Article 104 provides: 
“The organization shall enjoy in the ter­ 
ritory of each of its Members such legal 
capacity as may be necessary for the exer­ 
cise of its functions and the fulfilment of 
its purposes.” 
Article 105 provides: 
“ I. The organization shall enjoy in the 
territory of each of its members such priv­ 
ileges and immunities as are necessary for 
the fulfilment of its purposes. 
“2. Representatives of the United Nations 
and officials of the organization shall simi­ 
larly enjoy such privileges and immunities 
as are necessary for the independent exer­ 
cise of their functions in connection w i t h 
the Organization.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Flattened Arches One Bad 
Result of Pronated Feet 


My HERMAN N BUNDESEN. MD. 
MANY children are a source of 
worry to their parents because they 
have pronsted feet. In thle condi­ 
tion the feet turn outward and the 
arch is flattened. A child whose feet 
are in this condition tends to beer 
most of his weight on the Inner edge 
of the feet rather than on the outer 
aide where the weight is normally 
carried. 
Parents need not be concerned lf 
the child’s shoes show that more 
wear occurs on the outer half of the 
heel end sole than on the inner pert, 
according to etudies at the Chil- 
dren’s Memorial Hospital in Chi- 
cairo. 
If the proneted feet are not caus­ 
ing symptoms end the foot ie com­ 
pletely movable, but the wear occurs 
mostly on the inner half of the heel 
and sole, the condition is treated by 
wearing shoes which have a rigid 
thank. The inner borders of the shoe 
are raised, thus forcing the weight 
on the outer edge of the foot. This 
type of treatment is usually all that 
is necessary. 
Of Little Vela# 
As a general rule, the putting of 
felt pad* or atte] plates into the 
shoea to raise the arch is of little 
value in cases of this type. Further­ 
more if euch pads are used, it may 
be necessary for tha child to wear 
a shoe larger than Is need for 
good fitting. 
Exercises ere often auggested to 
strengthen and develop the foot 
muscles, but they are seldom prac­ 


tical because, to accomplish a aatis- 
faetory result, many hours a day 
must be devoted to exercises. Very 
few children will spend the majority 
of their playtime exercising the feet 
and it is useless to expect them to 
do so. 
Sometimes pronated feet may be 
painful to such a degree that an 
operation Is needed to relieve the 
difficulty. The operation to be em­ 
ployed depends upon the extent of 
the disorder. Usually, some type of 
procedure Is used which fastens the 
bones of the feet. Then, casts are 
applied which art removed after a 
period of from six to eight weeks. 
The operation serve* to restore the 
normal position of th# arches of th* 
feet. 
It Is a good plan to have the 
child’! feet carefully examined aa 
soon ae he begins to stand and wslk, 
and at regular six-month intervals 
thereafter, lf any severe condition 
is present, It often may be corrected 
by early treatment without opera­ 
tion. 
If these foot conditione ar* neg­ 
lected, not only may the feet become 
painful, but surgery may be re­ 
quired for permanent relief.

At that point, the second stage 
of the rocket would begin firing, 
would become detached,

150 miles altitude, it would be 
going at a rate of three miles 
per second. 
The third and final stage of 
the rocket, carrying the satel­ 
lite. would then begin firing. It 
would reach a speed of five miles 
per second and an altitude of 
about 470 miles, where it would 
revolve around the earth once 
every hour and forty minutes.

That earthworms thrive and 
do a better soil building and crop 
boosting job in well fertilized 
soil, is suggested by U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, accord­ 
ing to Merle Thomas. Associate 
Pickaway, County 
agricultural 
agent. 
Tests by Dr. Henry Hopp and 
his associates at the Beltsville, 
Md., 
station 
indicated 
t h a t 
worms are more effective when 
fertilizer is added. Thtv found, 
too, that fertilizer is more bene­ 
ficial when earthworms axe pres­ 
ent 
Adding fertilizer boosted hay 
yields the equivalent of 
.52 
tons per acre.on soil contain­ 
ing 
worms. 
Without 
earth­ 
worms, the yield increase due 
to plant food averaged .28 tons, 
Thomas said. 
When soil with earthworms 
was mulched hay yields averag­ 
ed 1.44 tons per acre 
Without 
worms 
yields were 
32 tons. 
Mulching protected earthworms 
against sudden winter tem pera­ 
ture drops. It helped keep t h e 
soil 
more 
moist. 
It 
enabled 
earthworms 
and 
fertilizer

work together for top results. 
The research men ran their 
tests in barrels, using a si'bso’l 
from the Beltsville airport This 
soil was so poor it grew o n l y 
scattered weeds and supported 
no earthworms whatever,

ALL BARRELS were limed. 
fertilized and heavily manured. 
Live earthworms were added to 
half the barrels. The soil was 
seeded to a legume-grass sod 
mixture. Crop production rec­ 
ords were kept. Then compari­ 
sons were made of yields on soil 
with 
and without earthworms 
and the yields interpreted on a 
per-acre basis. 
An earthworm census mad** rn 
rotation plot experiments at the 
station,

worms prosper under good crop­

“ Earthworms feed on organ­ 
ic matter, mineral soil, c r o p 
residues and m anure.” Thom­ 
as says. “ They combine these 
substances into mixtures bene­ 
ficial to the soil. Earthworms 
mix slime with soil particles. 
“ That helps stick the particles 
together into granules, improv­ 
ing soil structure and tilth. By
